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Improved Means for Peeling and Coring Pineapples.

Perby, in the 
County of Derby, do hereby declare the in- 
vention, for which I pray that a patent may 
be granted to me. and the method by which 
it is to be performed, to be particularly des- 
cribed in and by the following statement:— 

This invention relates to improved means 
for •peeling and coring pineapples 

According to the present invention two 
cylindrical cutter tubes are constrained to 
move axially in relation to a support on 
which a pineapple can be positioned, so 
that the pineapple enters the tubes, the 
inner of which receives the core of the pine- 
apple while the outer one removes the peel

peeler and corer tubes are made to descend 
vertically upon the pineapple. 

For this purpose the tubes are preferably

The 
central one 34 extends down the central 
corer tube when the parts are in the raised 
position and carries a corer ejector plate 35 
5 at its lower end which registers with the 
corer tube. The other two rods 36 extend 
downwards in the peeler tube when the parts 
are in the raised position and carry an ejec- 
tor plate 37 for the peeler tube. The pillar 

10 23 and head plate 24 are drilled to allow the 
ejector rods 34, 36 to pass through. When 
the peeler and corer tubes are in their bot- 
tom position, as shown in dotted lines in 
Figure 1. and the lever is raised, the pine- 

15 apple and core are contained wholly inside 
the tubes and the tendency would be for the 
pineapple and core to be lifted up as the 
tubes are raised. The ejector plates 35, 37 
take the thrust of the. core and the pineapple 

'20 respectively and so these are both ejected 
from the tubes and left behind on the base 
10 when the tubes return to the position 
shown in firm lines in Figure 1- The inven- 
tion is not of course confined to any par- 

25 ticular materials for the several parts of the 
machine but it is considered preferable for 
the peeler and corer tubes to be of stainless 
steel. 

The invention provides a simple hand- 
30 operated machine which will rapidly peel and 
core pineapples and leave the cylindrical 
edible portion with a central hole where the 
core has been, ready for slicing into rings or 
cutting into chunks as may be preferred. 
35 When it is desired to change over from one 
size of pineapple to another, the height of 
the operating lever setting is adjusted in the 
link 14 and the height of the ejector plates 
is adjusted by means of the cross-head 32. 
40 It will be understood that the girth of the 
pineapples does not vary much in the com- 
mercial grades; height adjustment is all 
that is needed. 

What I claim is: — 

45 LA machine for peeling and coring 
pineapples in which two cylindrical cutter 
tubes are constrained to move axially in rela- 
tion to a support on which a pineapple can 
be positioned, so that the pineapple enters 

30 the tubes, the inner of which receives the 



core of the pineapple while the outer one 
removes the peel. 

2. A machine as claimed in Claim 1 in 
which a base is provided on which the pine- 
apple can be supported (after having had its 55 
top and bottom cut off) and the peeler and 
corer tubes are made to descend vertically 
upon the pineapple. 

3. A machine as claimed in Claim 2 in 
which the tubes are connected with a pivoted 60 
operating lever capable of being raised and 
lowered by hand. 

4. A machine as claimed in any of the 
preceding claims in which the outer peeler 
tube is provided with splitting knives which 65 
act upon the peel as it is removed from the 
pineapple and cut it lengthwise. 

5. A machine as claimed in any of the 
preceding claims in which ejector devices are 
provided" in conjunction with the peeler and 70 
corer tubes to eject the pineapple and its 
core therefrom when the tubes are returned 

at the conclusion of the peeling and coring 
strokes. 

6. A machine as claimed in any of the 75 
preceding claims in which provision is made 

for adjusting the machine to suit different 
heights of pineapple. 

f. A machine as claimed in Claim 5 or 
6 in which ejector plates registering with the 80 
peeler and corer tubes are" carried by rods 
attached to an adjustable cross-head to alter 
the level of the ejector plates. 

8. A machine according to Claim 6 or 7 

in which provision is made for altering the 85 
initial position of the operating lever to 
which the peeler and corer tubes are con- 
nected. 

9. A machine according to any of the 
preceding claims in which the peeler and 00 
corer tubes are mounted in a cylindrical 
housing and have the operating lever con- 
nected "to their upper ends above the housing. 

10. A machine for peeling and coring 
pineapples constructed and arranged as here- 95 
in described and shown in the accompanying 
drawings.
